Ingham  House  Takes  Thirty-nine  Boys 


Governor  Dummer  opened  its  184th  year 
on  Tuesday,  September  17,  with  a  record 
enrollment  of.  210  boys.  Ingham  House,  the 
new  dormitory  begun  last  fall,  was  ready  to 
receive  39  boys,  and  every  other  available 
space  in  the  school  was  filled. 

This  year  seventeen  states  are  included 
on  the  Academy's  roster,  and  as  usual  a  large 
proportion  of  the  resident  students  come 
from  outside  New  England.  States  outside 
Massachusetts  with  the  heaviest  registra- 
tion include  New  York,  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut.  New  Jersey,  Illinois, 
and  Ohio.  There  are  also  boys  from  Michi- 
gan, Texas,  California,  Delaware,  Indiana, 
Kentucky,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island, 
Vermont,  Virginia  and  Wisconsin.

At  the  Commencement  Dinner  on  Friday, 
May  30,  Mr.  Eames  announced  the  gift  of  a 
new  classroom  and  science  building.  The 
donor  wishes  to  have  his  name  withheld  for 
the  present. 

This  building,  which  will  be  constructed 
as  soon  as  building  conditions  are  favorable, 
will  contain  sufficient  classrooms  for  the 
entire  student  body,  one  or  two  study  halls, 
a  new  library  large  enough  for  the  present 
school,  as  well  as  separate  laboratories  for 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology. 

This  is  the  largest  single  gift  which  the 
school  has  ever  received.  It  is  the  donor's 
expressed  intention  to  make  his  gift  com- 
plete; that  is,  to  include  not  only  the  cost 
of  actual  construction,  but  also  grading, 
landscaping,  and  all  contents,  furnishings 
and  equipment. 

In  addition  to  this  new  classroom  and 
science  building,  Governor  Dummer  has  re- 
cently conducted  a  successful  campaign  for 
funds  to  build  a  new  gymnasium  in  honor 
of  its  graduates  who  fought  during  the 
Second  World  War.  Construction  of  the  new 
gymnasium  also  is  being  postponed  only 
until  building  conditions  are  more  favor- 
able. 


CUM  LAUDE  INDUCTS  FOURTEEN 


On  Friday,  May  23,  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer Chapter  of  the  Cum  Laude  Society, 
national  honorary  scholastic  group,  in- 
ducted fourteen  new  members  from  the 
graduating  class  at  a  special  dinner  meeting. 
To  be  admitted  to  this  group  a  senior  must 
have  maintained  an  average  of  80  per  cent 
or  over  throughout  his  final  year  and  must 
be  in  the  upper  fifth  of  his  class. 

Following  the  induction  ceremony,  Dr. 
Kenneth  B.  Murdock,  Francis  Lee  Higgin- 
son  Professor  of  English  Literature  at  Har- 
vard University,  spoke  to  the  entire  school 
on  the  subject  of  scholarship  in  all  phases  of 
life.

JOHN  KENNEDY  ADDRESSES 

STUDENTS  ON  POLITICS 


Mr.  John  Kennedy,  recently  elected  to 
the  United  States  Congress  from  Boston's 
11th  District,  spoke  to  the  school  at  evening 
meeting  on  Friday,  November  15.  Mr. 
Kennedy  is  the  son  of  Joseph  Kennedy, 
former  ambassador  to  the  Court  of  St. 
James. 

Mr.  Kennedy  said  that  he  hoped  each  boy 
in  the  audience  would  make  it  a  point  to  be 
interested  in  politics  even  if  he  did  not  run 
for  office  himself.  He  stated  quite  frankly 
that  he  had  had  words  of  praise  but  very 
little  assistance  from  the  well-educated 
elements  in  his  district.  Such  assistance 
would  have  helped  a  lot,  but  those  who  were 
capable  of  giving  it  were  indifferent  when  it 
came  to  actually  doing  something.  If  a 
political  candidate  seems  worthwhile  there 
are  numerous  things  anyone  can  do  to  help 
him  win  an  election,  and  Mr.  Kennedy  sug- 
gested that  a  little  later  on  the  boys  could 
be  active  in  political  campaigns. 


Governor  Dummer's  184th  Commence- 
ment exercises  closed  on  Saturday  morning, 
May  31,  with  an  address  by  Mr.  Francis  T. 
P.  Plimpton,  a  member  of  the  New  York 
law  firm  of  Debevoise,  Plimpton  and  Page, 
and  a  trustee  of  Amherst  College  and  of 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy.  Mr.  James  Dun- 
can Phillips,  president  of  the  Academy's 
board  of  trustees,  handed  diplomas  to 
members  of  the  graduating  class,  and  Head- 
master Edward  W.  Eames,  awarded  prizes. 

The  graduation  ceremonies  began  on  Fri- 
day morning,  May  30,  with  the  dedication 
of  Ingham  House.  The  Morse  Flag  cere- 
mony then  took  place,  and  Charles  Capen 
McLaughlin  of  Boston  received  this  award. 

Next  event  on  the  program  was  a  Glee 
Club  concert  in  the  Lang  gymnasium  with 
Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager  of  the  faculty  con- 
ducting. A  buffet  luncheon  was  then  served 
on  the  Mansion  House  lawn. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Governors'  varsity 
baseball  nine  played  the  Swampscott  High 
School  team  on  Morse  Field.  Following  this 
game  tea  was  served  on  the  lawn  in  front 
of  the  Mansion  House.

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its  loyal  friend  and  supporter,  and  finally  a 
member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  Captain 
Charles  W.  Brown  donated  the  funds  for 
the  purpose. 

The  collection  of  books  now  housed  in 
this  building  has  been  enlarged  annually, 
not  only  by  school  funds,  but  by  gifts  from 
the  alumni,  friends,  and  students  of  the 
Academy.  Last  year,  for  example,  Dr. 
Arthur  W.  Ewell,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
joined  with  the  Yale  University  Press  in 
donating  a  total  of  twenty-nine  books,  and 
Franc  Skirball,  a  member  of  the  class  of  '43, 
contributed  seventeen  books.  The  collection 
now  includes  about  five  thousand  volumes. 

The  library  is  efficiently  managed  by  Mr. 
Ohrn  whose  appeals  for  co-operation  in 
keeping  the  books  accessible  and  in  good 
condition  have  become  a  regular  feature  of 
evening  meetings  at  certain  times  during 
the  year.  Whether  because  of  the  humorous- 
ly compelling  nature  of  these  appeals  or  the 
naturally  co-operative  attitude  of  the  boys 
we  don't  venture  to  say,  but  the  books  are 
faithfully  returned,  and  the  losses  over  the 
seventeen  years  of  the  library's  existence 
have  been  very  slight. 

A  special  salute,  then,  to  a  little  building 
which  does  a  big  job  so  quietly  and  so  well, 
and  to  those  who  are  responsible  for  its 
growth  and  present  usefulness.

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SCHOOL  HOLDS  TOWN  MEETINGS 
ON    SPORTS,    CLIMATE,    POLITICS 


MR.  EAMES  CHOSEN  BY  HARVARD 
INTERNATIONAL  COLLEGE,  BEIRUT 


During  the  past  year  town  meetings  at  the 
Academy  have  provided  an  opportunity  for 
open  discussion  on  topics  of  lively  interest 
to  the  boys.  The  whole  school  attended 
these  meetings,  and  the  expression  of  opinion 
was  always  instructive,  often  humorous,  and 
sometimes  very  heated. 

Three  town  meetings  have  been  held  in 
the  Cobb  Room  this  year.  The  first  meeting, 
on  December  6,  was  devoted  to  debate  on 
professionalism  in  college  sports,  and  on  the 
Fulbright  resolution  calling  for  President 
Truman's  resignation.  On  February  7,  an- 
other meeting  took  up  the  questions  of  team 
sports  versus  individual  sports,  and  of  liberal 
education  versus  technical  training  as  prep- 
aration for  later  life.  The  final  Governor 
Dummer  town  meeting  occurred  on  March 
5  and  the  topics  considered  were:  Resolved, 
that  baseball  is  a  better  spectator  sport  than 
basketball,  and  Resolved,  that  New  Eng- 
land provides  the  most  advantages  for  the 
outdoor  man. 


Early  this  year  Mr.  Eames  was  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Harvard  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  to 
Visit  Harvard  College.  Senator  Leverett 
Saltonstall  is  chairman  of  this  committee. 
The  visiting  committees  of  the  Overseers 
have  constituted  for  many  years  an  integral 
part  of  Harvard's  educational  system.  They 
serve  the  many  departments  and  faculties  of 
the  university  by  bringing  together  staff 
members  and  those  outside  for  purposes  of 
consultation  and  advice. 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  International  College,  Beirut, 
Mr.  Eames  was  elected  a  trustee  of  that  in- 
stitution. International  college  is  one  of  a 
group  of  such  colleges  which  have  banded 
together  as  the  Near  East  College  Associa- 
tion. This  group  includes  Robert  College  at 
Istanbul,  the  Istanbul  Women's  College, 
Athens  College,  the  American  College  at 
Sophia,  and  the  American  University  at 
Beirut.
